21.~—The official communication issued 
today by the army headquarters staff 
says the French were driven out of their 
positions on the heights to the west of 
La Creute Ferme and to the east of 
Huertebiz.. The Germans also claim that 
peveral points of support were. taken 
from the French by the Saxons 2nd that 


65 wounded Frenchmen were captured. 
The text of the statement reads: 

“Only artillery ‘duels took place 
at Nieuport and at Ypres (in Bel- 
gium). 

“At Guinché, south of La Bassee, 
the enemy attempted yesterday even- 
ing to recapture positions which we 
had taken on Jan. 2%. It was unsuc- 
cessful.and the attack broke down 
under our fire. 

“The battle on the heights of Cra- 
onne (north of Aisne, east of Sois- 
sons), reported yesterday, were en- 
tirely successful. The French were 
driven out of their positions in the 
heights to the west of La Creute 
Ferme and ‘to the east of Huertebiz 

and were forced back on the southern 
slope of the elevated country. 

“Several points of support extend- 
ing over a width of 1400 meters 
(about 1400 yards), were taken by 

_ storm by the Saxons. Eight hundred 
and sixty-five wounded Frenchmen 
were taken prisoners and cight ma- 
chine guns were captured. One depot 
of sappers and miners and much oth- 
er material were taken 

“To the southeast of St. Mihiel 
our troops captured a French point 
of support. The counter attacks made 
by the French remained unsuccess- 
ful. 

“In the Vosges the snow lies deep 

and is retarding our movements. 

“Russian attacks were made to the 
northeast of Gumbinnen (in East 
Prussia). The losses of the enemy at 
certain places were heavy. 

“There were no changes in the sit- 
“vation in Poland.” 

The War Office has given out nothing 
eoncerning the dispatch received yes- 
terday from Cracow, saying the Austro- 
German forces had occupied Kielce, 
Russian Poland, the capital of the prov- 
ince of that name, which lies 50 miles 
orth of the border of Galicia.

END FRANCHISES 


Public Service | Commission 
Measures for Gas, Electric; Wa- 
ter and Heating Companies. 


COULD BE TAKEN OVER 


Utilities Concerns Would Re- 
ceive Fair Price for Property 
When Purchased. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
eae Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27.—The Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission this 
morning caused the introduction in the 
Senate and House of measures, which if 
passed, will permit only the granting of 
indeterminate franchises in Missouri for 
gas, electric, water and heating com: 
panies. The measures are considered 
the most important introduced at the 
present session. 

The proposed statute would give au- 
thority to any municipality to condemn 
and take over any electric, gas, water or 
heating company when the city decides 
to operate such utility. 

Where a private company is operating 
such utility, the city would be required 
to show public convenience and neces- 
sity to build a competing plant if it did 
not wish to condemn and purchase the 
private plant. 

The act provides that all franchises 


granted after its effective date shall be 


xnown as indeterminate permits, which 
may be revoked by the cornmission on 
complaint and for good cause, giving the 
utility company the right to review such 
order in the courts. 

Statement by Commission. 

A statement issued by the commission 
regarding the terms of the bill, says: 

“Any gas, electric, water or heating 
company that now has a franchise may 
surrender same on or before Jan. 1, 1916. 
and accept an indeterminate permit in 
lieu thereof, by which such utility agrees 
that the cith may condemn and take 
over the property of such utility on a 
valuation to be fixed by the State Com- 
mission, with the right to review such 
valuation in the courts as provided for 
reviewing orders of the commission. 

“It is claimed that the provisions of 
this statute have proven of great benefit 
to the states in which it has been adopt- 
ed. It gives to the cities the right to 
condemn and take over any plant op- 
erated by any privately owned company 
by paying the fair present value of such 
plant. A number of instances have 
reached the attention of the commission 
in this State where the franchises of 
water, light and gas companies had ex- 
pired and the cities had submitted a 
number of times to a vote the question 
of issuing bonds and building a new 
plant and such propositions failed to 
carry’. 

Would Result in Better Conditions. 

“On the other hand the company 
would not feel warranted in making new 
expenditures and extensions and addi- 
tions to properly serve the public, with 
no franchise or authority to continue 
the service to the city. 

“It is.claimed that this indeterminate 
permit statute will bring about better 
conditions between cities and public 
utilities by giving one the right to pur- 
chase and the other the right to receive 
a fair value for its property when taken 
by the city. It is stated that the 
statute has been found to work highly 
satisfactory in states where it has been 
in force for a number of years. 

“The commission recommends the 
adoption of this statute applying to the 
four utilities which are commonly owned 
and operated by municipalities. Street 
car companies and telephone companiés 
are not included in the proposed act.” 

Bills in Both Houses. 

At this time the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is making a valuation of 
the various interstate railroads of this 
State, and also the telephone and tele- 
graph companies. The proposed amend- 
ments provide that the State Public 
Service Commission may accept as true 
the valuations of these several utilities 
as fixed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

The proposed amendments give the 
Public Service Commission the power 
to prescribe uniform bills of lading for 
intrastate shipments. 

The bills were introduced in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Casey of Kansas City, 
and in the House by ‘Representative 
Correll of Randolph County.

Emery was arrested and\ is out on bond 
The only statement he has made is that 
he bought the tools during the World's 
Fair in 1904. 

Hears of Buried Tools. 

Marshal Dohr was in Eureka, Mo., 
a week ago when a person he met 
told him that the owner of a house 
on or near McCausland avenue in 
St. Louis had a large quantity of 
valuable toois buried under the houge. 
The informant said this had been a 
cause of great worry <o the man’s wife, 
as she had been in constant dread that 
the tools would be found. He said the 
wife’s name was Mrs. Helen Emery. 

Detectives learned that a Mrs. Helen 
Emery, wife of James H. Emery, was 
living at 3542 Washington avenue. 
Further investigation showed that the 
Emerys owned a house at 6976 Arthur 
avenue, near McCausland avenue, and 
that the occupant of this house was 
Albert Emery, brother of James H. 
Emery. |

Found Under House. 

The detectives went to the Arthul 
avenue house. It is a small frame 
cottage and outwardly seems to have 
no cellar. The house rests above the 
Zround on. supports and the space 
between these supports is weather- 
boarded. 

In the center of the space under 
the house detectives found a depres- 
sion in the ground. Lying on their 
stomachs they scraped the earth 
away and 20 inches below the sur- 
face they found several tools. Fur- 
ther digging revealed other tools, 
steamfitters’ and plumbers’ outfits 
and practically all of the goods re- 
ported 10 years ago as having been 
stolen from the Rumsey company. 

Automobile ‘Truck Load. 

A large automobile truck was used 
to convey the property to police head- 
quarters. It filled 25 packing cases and 
three half-barrels. All was identified by 
officials of the Rumsey company. 

James H. Emery was arrested at his 
home. He was identified by Horace 
Rumsey, president, and Joseph Scheller, 
superintendent, of the company, as a 
man who worked there in a confiden- 
tial office pdsition until he was dis- 
charged 10 years ago. At that time, 
Rumsey said, tools had been mysteri- 
ously disappearing and several employes 
were under suspicion. 

The police found no evidence that Al- 
bert Bmery, occupant ef the Arthur 
avenue house, knew anything about the 
hidden tools. The house was built about 
10 years ago. , 
some of the Tools Now Only Junk. 

The tools when stolen were valued at 
$5000. Long exposure to moisture has 
ruined many of them, but $1400 worth 
were found to be still in such good con- 
dition that the Rumsey company could 
put them back in stock. The remainder 
can be sold only as junk. 

James H. Emery and his wife lived in 
the Arthur avenue house until about a 
year ago.

No attempt will be made by the State

less his lawyers change their decision 
not to apply for bail. Deputy Attorney- 
General Franklin Kennedy, who is . tn 
charge of the State’s case, now that 
William Jerome has dropped out ot 
the litigation after nine years, made this 
announcement today. 

In accepting Thaw’'s plea and fixing 
the date for trial, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Davies denied the motion made by 
Thaw’s counsel last Monday to have the 
prisoner sent to Bellevue, Hospital so 
that physicians there might pass on his 
sanity. 

Thaw Glad Jerome Is Out. 

Thaw was elated today when his coun- 
sel confirmed the news that Jerome was 
no longer connected with the case. ‘It 
is a long lane that has no turning,’’ he 
said. 

When Jerome's commission ended yes- 
terday, Attorney-General Woodbury an- 
nounced that Jerome’s services to the 
State were at an end “unless unusual 
circumstances arise which seem to ren- 
der such assistance advisable.”’ 

Kernedy will be assisted by Frank K. 
Cook of Genesee, another deputy Attor- 
ney-General, now in charge of the 
claims department of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office. Woodbury gives as his 
reason for discontinuing the services cof 
Jerome the desire of the Attorney-en- 
eral’s office to save the State the ex- 
pense of repeatedly engaging Jerome as 
special counsel. To date Jerome has re- 
ceived $22.500 in fees from the State 
His expenses and those of experts, alien- 
ists, stenograpners and assistants, cov- 
ering Jerome's five years’ pursuit of 
Thaw. have amounted in round figures 
to $30,000, 


IMMIGRATION BILL WILL BE 
VETOED BY THE PRESIDENT 


Decision Becomes Known After Con- 
ference Between Him and Com- 
mittees of Congress. _ 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—It was stated 
authoritatively today that President 
Wilson would veto the immigration bill 
because of the literacy test. 

This became known after a confer- 
ence between the President and commit- 
tees of both houses ‘which had the 
measure in. charge. 

for nearly two hours the President 
listened to arguments by Representa- 
tives Burnett of Alabama, Sabath of 
Tllindis and Gardner of Massachusetts 
and Senators Lodge of Massachusetts 
and Robinson of Arkansas. Senator 
Lodge voiced what some of those pres- 
ent construed as an intimation to the 
President that if the bill were vetoed 
it would be re-passed by both Senate 
and House. Representative Sabath alone 
asked the President to veto the bill. 

Senator Lodge told the President he 
believed the literacy test was the most 
feasible method for restricting immi- 
gration. Sabath contended there was 
no public demand for the bill and Sen- 
ator Lodge that the overwhelming vote 
in its favor in both houses of Congress 
was proof to the contrary. 

The President, however, was unshaken 
in his opposition to the literacy test, 
and plans to return the bill to Congress 
tomorrow with a message giving his 
opposition to the test as the reason 
for his veto.

TURKISH INVASION 
OF EGYPT BEGUN 


Skirmish Occurs Near Suez 


Conel->-Wershipe and Troops 
Assembled. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Jan. 27.—A skirmish 
oecurred yesterday to the eastward 
of Fl Kantara, in Egypt, presum- 
ably with the advance guard of a Turk- 
ish army, although details are lacking. 
The Egyptian losses were one officer 
and four men slightly wounded. Only a 
compédratively small number of men 
were engaged.

If American Concessions Afe Af- 
fected, Representations 
May Be Made. 


WASHINGTON, gJan. 27.—Beyond a 
brief dispatch from American Minister 
Reinch at Pekin, stating it was tnder- 
stood in the Chinese capital that Japan 
had proposed to open negotiations with 
China for the adjustment of questions 
of mutual interest, nothing is known in 
Washington of the demands the Toki¢ 
Government is reported to have made 
upon China. 

It was assumed here that : the demand 
that China tur® over to Japan all exist- 
ing’ German and Austrian concessions 
referred solely to territorial possessions, 
such as the German concession of Kiau- 
chau, the German and Austrian sections 
of the foreign settlements at Tientsin 
and the German concession at Hankow. 
It was not believed that the demand. 
would cover railroad and mining con- 
cessions held by German and Austrian 
companies and individuals throughout 
China and Manchuria. 

The same doubt as to the limitation to 
be placed on thé word “concessions” in 
the demand that China pledge herself 
not to give concessions in the future to 
any country except Japan, caused the 
withholding of comment by officials 
upon the probable effect of this demand. 
If it relates solely to the territory, then 
it was suggested the United States Gov- 
ernment would not be concerned; if it 
touches the rights of American citi- 
zens to acquire mining and railroad con- 
cessions and the like, the State De- 
partment might desire to make repre- 
sentations on the subject. 

In Japanese circles it was pointed 
out that Japan already held the right 
to construct a number of branch lines 
connecting with the existing Japanese 
railroad system in’ Manchuria, and that 
she had not even begun this work, for 
which neither the, time nor money could 
be found at present. 


PURCHASING BOARD OPPOSED 


State Senate Committee Votes to Kill 
Administration Measure. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 27.—The Sen- 
ate Ways and Means Committee voted in 
executive session ldst night to kill the 
administration measure to provide a 
State Purchasing Board to buy supplies 
for all State, institutions and depart- 

ments. 

The action was taken after members 
had expressed their opinions that the 
measure would create an unlimited num- 
ber of jobs and that instead of operat- 
ing as a saving to the State would add 
greatly to the expense of conducting 
the State’s affairs. The bill sought te 
create three purchasing commissioners, 
at a salary of $4000 each, a secretary it 
$2500 and such other stenographers and 
clerks as the commissioners might de- 
sire at the salaries they might fix.

“IT heard she struck a torpedo. 


Lion anid Others Poursd ti Broadsides Into ils 
as They Pursued Others—Lion and 
Destroyer Had to Be Towed Home. 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—Most of the war- 
ships engaged in Sunday’s naval battle 
in the North Sea returned home Mon- 
day and Monday night; it was an- 
nounced here today. The Lion, the flag- 
ship of Sir David Beatty, was the last 
of the battle cruisers to arrive. She re- 
turned Tuesday morning, when the Are- 
thusa and the Laurel, among the light 
cruisers, some of the destroyers and 
the battle cruisers Tiger, Princess Royal, 


ready at their moorings. 

The Lion arrived at 11 o'clock and 
was greeted with vociferous cheers by 
the crews of the anchored warships. It 
was a spontaneous tribute of affection 
to Vice-Admiral Beatty and his flag- 
ship. 

Capt. Erdmann of the German armored 
cruiser Bluecher, whieh was sunk in 
the battle Sunday, has been placed 
among the wounded, according to the 
Hdinburgh correspondent of the Times. 
He is suffering from shocx. The Lion 
nnd the Tiger were the only British 
battle cruisers that suffered material 
damage in the fight, the correspondent 
adds. The Lion had her speed reduced, 
but that soon can be remedied. The 
Princess Royal, another of the British 
battle crulsers which had almost as big 
® part in the action, the correspondent 
states, is virtually unscathed. 

Lion and Meteor Disabled. 

The Lion, which led the English 
squadron, and the torpedo-boat destroy- 
¢r Meteor were disabled and had to 
be towed into port, while one officer 
and 13 men were killed and three offi- 
cers and 26 men wounded on three of 
the ships—the Lion, Tiger and Meteor. 
This information is contained in an Ad- 
miralty statement issued last night. 
The statement gives denial te the Ger- 
man reports that one BEritish cruiser 
and two torpedo-boat destroyers were 
sunk, by declaring that all the British 
ships engaged in the action have re- 
turned to port in safety. 

The Secretary of the Admiralty said: 

“All the British ships and torpedo 
boat destroyers engaged in Sunday’s 
ection have returned in safety to 
port. 

“The Lion, which had some of her 
forward compartments flooded by 
shells below the water line, was 
taken in tow by the cruiser Indomit- 
able. The destroyer Meteor, which 
also was disabled, was taken in tow 
by the Destroyer Liberty. Both ves- 
sels were guarded by strong escorts 
of destroyers. Repairs to both ves- 
sels can be speedily made. 

“The total number of casualties 
among the officers and men, re- 
ported to the admiralty is: On the 
Lion, 17 men wounded; on the Tiger, 
one officer and nine men killed and 
thre officers and eight men wounda- 
ed; on the Meteor, four men killed 
and one man wounded. 

“It is not believed that any other 
casualties occurred, but if so they 
will be immediately published. 

“As soon as Vice-Admiral Beatty's 
report is received a fuller account 
will be given.’’ 

The Lion and her sister ship, the 
Princess Royal, were the largest in the 
Eritish squadron. In leading the line 
the Lion came in closer contact with 
the Germans and did mosé of the fight- 
ing. Shé@ was largely responsible for 
the sinking of the German armored 
cruiser Bluecher. The Meteor is one of 
the largest and fastest torpedo boat de- 
stroyers afloat. She {s one of 18 of her 
class built under the naval estimates of 
1913. A dozen similar boats were author- 
ized in the estimates of 1914. 

Two hundred additional survivors of 
the German cruiser Bluecher have been 
landed. They included a few petty of- 
ficers. 

German Tells of Battle. 

The Scotsman, published at Edin- 
burgh, prints the narrative of a Ger- 
man bluejacket, a survivor of the Btue- 
cher, who once lived in the United 
States. 

The bluejacket said the German fleet 
was advancing at speed to attack the 
English coast, when tne British war- 
ships were sighted. Thereupon — the 
Germans turned and made for port. 


The Bluecher, which was compara- 
tively slow, made desperate efforts to 
keep up her maximum speed, but the 
British overhauled her and opened fire 
at a range of about 10 miles, 


“We were under fire from first to 
last,’ the bluejacket continues, “The 
British centered their fire on us. Their 
fire was awful. Our guns were put out 
of action, our decks were swept and our 
gun crews wiped out. 

“One terrible shell burst in the heart 
of the ship, where many men were 
killed. I saw five killed by one shell. 
“Tl do not know what finished the 
Bluecher, as she was full ofholes, but 
If so, 
we can thank the torpedo for saying 
hundreds of lives from the murderous 
gunfire. When the ship was sinking I 
jumped clear off her into the terribly 
cold water, which was full of dead and 
men with shattered limbs who were cry- 
ing for assistance. After being res- 
cued by the British we were warmed, 
fed and clothed.” 

The sailor is credited with saying 
that during the raid on Scarborough 
the men believed they were taking part 
im a great naval action, which was 
extending all over the North Sea. 

The Scotsman aiso prints other ac- 
counts of the battle as gathered from 
men engaged in it. 

From the position of the German fleet 
when it was first encountered these men 
assumed that its objective wag New- 
castle. The strength of the raiding 
squadron was quickly ascertatned; and 
as the entire raiding force sheered off 
immediately after it was discovered, the 


Indomitable and New Zealand were al-, 


| 


hauled the slow Bluecher, and in passing, 
gave her a broadside, causing frightful 
damage. The Lion did not wait, how- 
ever, but continued in pursuit of the 
fleeing Derflinger, Seydlitz and Moltke. 


Bluecker Seon Was Doomed. 
The Tiger,- which came next, also 


poured a broadside into the Bluecher, 
us did also the Princess Royal, both of 
which were speeding on to join in the 
chase of the others. It was already 
evident at this time, according to the 
newspeper’s informants, that the 
Bluecher, abandoned by her swifter con- 
sorts, was a doomed ship. 

The chase already had continued for 
two hours. The light German cruisers 
pluckily did their best to cover the flee- 
ing battle cruisers until the task was 
hopeless, when they followed the ex- 
ample of the big cruisers and devoted 
their entire powers to getting away. 

The bigger ships now were being 
steadily overhauled and pounded by the 
British cruisers. The Lion, which had 
overhauled and smashed a second cruis- 
er.in the German line, according to the 
men interviewed, saw that the fight 
was likely to be prolonged right up to 
the mine fields. The Tiger, Princess 
Royal and Indomitable were now with- 
in range of the large vessels, and the’ 
men in their interviews are credited 
with expressing the belief that they 
wrought terrible havoc on the German 
battle cruisers. 


Derfflinger Was on Fire 
The fire of the Derfflinger and Seyd- 


litz, it is asserted, grew weaker as the 
running fight proceeded. 

* Within a half hour's 
mined area,’ one of the men said, “the 
Derfflinger was on fire. Masses of 
flames were sweeping her forward 
decks, her decks were strewn with 
wreckage of the shattered upper works 
and when she reached the shelter of 
the mines she had no answer to give to 
the hail of projectiles which followed 
her home. She must have suffered se- 
rious loss of life. 

“The third veasel in the line was be- 
lieved to be the Seydlitz, but possibly 
was the Moltke. It suffered even worse. 
It came under the Lion’s fire and be- 
sides recived something from the fire 
of the Tiger, the Princess Royal and 
the Indomitable. She was in a terrible 
plight. One after another her guns 
were smashed and put out of action, 
and there was great execution among 
her crew. She was a silent ship, 
steaming desperately for shelter, with 
the whole of her afterdeck ablaze. 

‘Meantime the Lion was devoting her 
attention to the struggle between the 
light cruisers, using her speed and gun 
power with great effect. She worked 
in an endeavor to head off the German 
light cruisers and drive them down .on 
the British vessels which were in hot 
pursuit. It was a difficult task. Having 
regard for the large number of ships 
engaged, the Lion did great damage 
among: them, but they succeeded in es- 
caping. Some of them were seriously 
damaged. In numerous cases guns had

FEES FOR THE DIRECTORS 


Success of the System, in Oper- 
ation Only Two Months, 
Pointed Out as Certain. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The first re- 
port of the Federal Reserve Board 
covering the developments which pre- 
ceded the opening of the 12 regional 
yeserve banks last November and the 
two months in which they have been 
fin actual operation, was sent to Con- 
Sress today. It announced that note- 
worthy results already have been ac- 
complished and that the system now 
“cannot be regarded as experimental in 
the sense that there is any uncertainty 
as to the outcome.” No legislation is 
asked for, the Board devoting its report 
chiefly to an outline of how the new 
system has strengthened the nation’s 
financial situation. 

In an appendix to its report, the 
board for the first time makes public 
the annual salaries approved for Fed- 
eral reserve agents and governors of the 
12 banks. The salaries of the agents 
follow : 

Boston, Philadelphia, Cleveland, Rich 
mond, Chicago, St. Louis, $10,000; New 
York, $16,000; San Francisco, $12,000 
Minneapolis and Kansas City, $7500; At- 
Janta and Dallas, $6000. Governors: New 
York, $30,000; Philadelphia, Chicago and 
St. Louis, $20,000;'Cleveland, $16,000; Bos- 
ton, Minneapolis and San Francisco, $15,- 
000; Dallas, $12,000; Richmond, $10,000; At- 
Janta $9000, and Kansas City, $7500, 

Fees Allowed for Directors. 

The board also approved a directors’ 
fee of $20 and of $10 for those attending 
meetings of the Executive Committee. 
Directors living more than fifty miles 
from reserve banks will be allowed a per 
diem fee of $10 for every day’s absence 
frgm home involved in attendance, plus 
actual necessary traveling expenses. 

“Less than five months have elapsed,’’ 
Bays the report, ‘“‘since the introduction 
into our financiel system of the most 
far-reaching change that has been made 
im the field of American banking since 
the passage of the national banking 
act. Less than two months have gone 
by since the Federal reserve banks ac- 
tually opened for business. The sys- 
fem, however, is in operation and has 
already produced results of the most 
noteworthy character. 

“The question, however, naturally 
Suggests itself and must be frankly 
faced: What is the proper place and 
function of the Federal reserve banks 
in our banking and credit system, On 
the one hand, it is represented that 
they are merely emergency banks to be 
resorted to for assistance only in time 
of abnormal stress; while, on the other, 
it is claimed that they are in essence 
simply additional banks which should 


‘compete with the inember banks, espe- 


cially with those of the greatest power. 
The function of a reserve bank is not 
to be identiled with either of these ex- 
tremes, although occasions may arise 
when either of such courses may be im- 
perative. Its duty plainly is not to 
await emergencies, but by anticipation 
to-do what i@ van to prevent them. 

“So, also, if at any time, commerce, 
industry or agriculture are, in the opin- 
ion of the Federal Reserve Board, bur- 
dened unduly with excessive interest 
charges, it will be the clear and im- 
perative duty of the Reserve Board act- 
ing through the discount rate and open 
market power to secure a wider diffu- 
sion of credit facilities at reasonable 
rates. 4 

Kxxperience Necessary. 

“Time and experience will show what 
the seasonal variations in the credit 
demands and facilities in each of the 
reserve banks of’ the several districts 
will be and when and to what extent 
a reserve bank may, without violating 
its special function as a guardian of 
banking reserves, engage in banking 
and credit operations.” 

The board points out that another 
pressing problem, that of admission of 
state banks and“rust companies to the 
system, is receiving consideration and 
“that at least a tentative solution of 
the problems at issue may be arrived 
at in the near future.”’ 

The report shows that 938 state banks 
and trust companies, with aggregate 
capital and surplus of $9,151,306, have 
heen converted into national banks and 
entered the system since the passage of 
the act. Nine state banks and four 
trust companies, with capital and sur- 
pius of $17,884,000, have been admitted 
their own charters, with the 
understanding that they will accept reg. 
iiations for the conduct of — business 
made by the board, Applications from 
5} other such institutions which prefer 
to wait for the issuance of regulations 
woverning their admission are pending 
before the board. 

Rolla Wells is governor of the Federa! 
Reserve Bank of St. Louls, and William 
McC, Martin is Federal Reserve Agent 
here. As now shown for the first time, 
Wells’ salary is $20,000 a year, and Mar-

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 27.~—The 
Governmental order for the appropria- 
tion of all stocks of corn, wheat and 
flour fs naturally the chief topic of dis- 
cussion by the newspapers and the peo- 
ple. ..1 are inclined to accept it in the 
best spirit and without grumbling as a 
necessary measure to check the misuse 
of grain stocks, which has been going 
on despite the earlier Governmental 
measures and to conserve the grain un- 
til the next harvest. 

The measure which brings the war 
home to the Germans as nothing since 
the days of mobilization, reaches right 
down to the smallest household. Each 
family, no matter how small or how 
poor, is called upon to declare its stock 
of grain or flour. Quantities helow ..0 
pounds are exempt from seizure, 

The expropriation was determined up- 
on, it is authoritatively stated, because 
of the fact, in spite of all warnings and 
appeals, that the consumption of bread 
made of wheat and other flour showed 
no signs of decreasing and was contin- 
uing at a rate which threatened the ex- 
haustion of supplies before the next har- 
vest. 

The available alternatives open to the 
Government were either to allow the 
natural rise in prices to check the 
consumption, which would have thrown 
the whole burden of war prices on the 
poorer people, or to expropriate§ th» 
supplies and thus insure equitabie dis- 
tribution at a price which was not ex- 
cessive. 

Additional reasons for the adoption of 
the second alternative was found in 
speculative abuses, which, notwithstand- 
ing the patriotism of the German peo- 
ple in general, have been going on in 
disregard of regulation prescribing an 
admixture of rye and potato flour.

ed John D. Rockefeller Jr. today when 
he reached the city hall to resume his 
testimony before the Federal Commis- 
sion on Industrial Relations. It was his 
third day as a witness. 

Yesterday she said she “forgave 
Rockefeller’’ for having her arrested. 


Today she brought him a “message of | 
good will.”’ Rockefeller shook -hands | 
and chatted ‘with her for several min- 
utes. 

“We are products of two separate 
classes,’’ Mrs. Zilberman said. “You | 
represent the capitalistic class, while 1 | 
am a Socialist. There ba a struggle on 
between those classes.’ 

“Yes, unfortunately,’’ replied Rocke- 
feller. ‘‘There ought to be some groun:i 
on which we can meet and come to a 
better understanding with each other,’ 
“T do not believe philanthropy will 
ever bring us together,” Mrs. Zilberman 
replied... ‘“‘There will have to be some 
compromise between the classes.”’ 

On the witness stand Rockefeller said 
he did not believe the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation would ever, or could, within the 
term of its charter, participate in poli- 
tics, the defense of trusts. or anything 


fother than its stated philanthropic pur- 


poses. He did not believe the powers 
of the foundation were unlimited. 
Wouldn’t Oppose “Court.” 

There was no danger, the witness 
thought, in the possibility that 100 years 
from now the directors of the founda- 
tion might not be men of the same high 
standards and ideals as the present di- 
rectors. He was asked whether he had 
objection to a ‘“‘court of last resort,” 
consisting of the President of the United 
States, the Governor of New York and 
presidents of several universities, such 
court having the power of veto over 
the Rockefeller Foundation. ° Rockefel- 
ler said he had none. He did not think 
such an amendment to the charter of 
the Rockefeller Foundation was neces- 
sary, however. 

Chairman Walsh read the terms of the 
deed of gift transferring $100,000,000 from 
Rockefeller Sr. to the foundation. it 
stated that $2,000,000 a year should be 
set aside out of the ineome for the per- 
sonal benefactions of Rockefeller Sr., 
and that the remainder should be turned 
into the general treasury of the foun- 
dation. The total income of the foun- 
dation last year, the witness naid, was 
$6,152, 761., 

‘Did a State Suderthtenaent ‘of Ed- 
ucation in a Southern state write a 
letter to the Rockefeller Foundation 
in which he said the Foundation im- 
perilled the liberty of education?” 
asked Walsh. 

“T never heard of it,” 
witness. 

Garretson Questions Him. 

Commissioner Garretson then be- 
gan to question the witness. 

“Suppose a backslider developed in 
one of the boards?” asked the com- 
missioner. 

“We have never considered that 
question,” said the witness. “He cer- 
tainly would be in the minority and 
could not do much.” 

Garretson asked the witness wheth- 
er he thought that at some time in 
the future the great. philanthropic 
foundations might try to dominate 
the churches, the schools and people 
as, he said, the German militarist 
idea had done since 1870. The witness 
didn’t think s0. The people of the 
Unitea States would never tolerate 
such a thing, he declared and, more- 
over, the foundations had no such 
idea. Their sole idea was to bring 
about better conditions. 7 

Garretson turned to Rockefeller’s 
testimony of yesterday regarding 
“nioneering industries,” such as Was 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co. at 
one time. 

The witness said that conditions in 
pioneer communities were more or less 
deplorable and had a tendency toward 
a sort of a feudalism yet they were 
necessary for the welfare of all con- 
cerned. 

Rockefeller said he did not believe 
union leaders should have the right to 
call strikes without consulting the work- 
ers themselves. Neither did he think 
employes should have the right to stop 
work without appealing to their con- 
stituency. 


Fuuction of Publicity Agent. 
WwW hat's the function of a publicity 


agent?’ asked Commissioner Garret- 
son. “Is he hired to ‘put across’ state- 
ments, or to tell the truth?’’ 

“If he didn’t tell the truth I certain- 
ly would have nothing to do with him,’ 
replied the witness. He was glad to say 
he believed employers of labor were 
coming more and more to lend the help- 
ing hand ‘to their employes. Person+ 
ally, he would lend a helping hand in 
every way to his employes. He added 
that it would be a valuable help to di- 
rectors of corporations if representatives 
of labor would make suggestions regard- 
ing methods of improving the condition 
of the workers.

Striking Statements by 
J. D. Rockefeller Jr. 
in Industrial Inquiry 


T seems to me that the principle 
of organization is one which 
' the people in this country and 
the world are increasingly favor- 
ing and finding to be necessary. 

I think the prosperity of this 
country is being best conserved by 
large combinations of industries. 

I believe it to be just as proper 
and advantageous for labor to as- 
sociate itself into organized groups 
for advancement of its legitimate 
interests as for capital to combine 
for the same object. 

I believe fully in the principle of 
democracy and of freedom in every 
relation in life where it does not in- 
fringe on the rights of others who 
are interested. 

There are many studies of eco- 
nomic and social questions which 
I would be very glad if I had the 
opportunity -and the ability to 
make. The layman finds himself 
usually under the necessity of 
turning to those whom he regards 
as most competent to make such 
studies, and I have hoped that 
through the Foundation, in coming 
in touch with Mr. Mackenzie King, 
it might be possible to get just such 
light. 

I do not know of any properties 
that my father is the owner of.

JEFFERSON CITY. Jan. 27.—Radica] 
changes in the election laws of St. Louis 
including a provision for closing. the 
polis at 5 o'clock instead of 7 o'clock 
in the evening, are proposed in a bill 
introduced by Senator Joseph H. Bro- 
gan. 

The bill was prepared at a meeting of 
election of judges and clerks in St. 
Louis. 

One of the principal changes suggested 
in the measure is for the establishment 
on election day of a branch office of 
the Election Commissioners in each 
ward and each branch office to be pre- 
sided over by two clerks and each of- 
fice to be under police protection. 

The bill proposes to permit judges to 
deliver the ballot boxes at these offices 
instead of being compelled to take them 
to the Election Commissioners’ office. 
A change in registration days is pro- 
posed to provide that registration shall 
be had on each Saturday of the seventh 
sixth, fifth and fourth weeks before 
clection instead of on Monday, Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday of the 
seventh week before election. Brogan 
contends that by having registration on 
Saturday many persons who are now 
prevented by business reasons from reg- 
istering would get their names on the 
books.

Ninety-four casés against persons wh 
were alleged to have failed to remove 
snow from the sidewalks in front of 
premises occupied, owned or controlled 
by them, were on the dockets of the po- 
lice courts of Judge Hogan and Judge 
Sanders today. Judge Hogan had 8% 
cases and Judge Sanders 12. 

‘Fines of % and. costs were inflicted 
by Judge Hogan in eight cases, but 
were stayed. The cases against 30 per- 
sons were nolle prossed by City Attor- 
ney Garesche in Judge Hogan's court 
because the persons accused protested 
that they had not been legally served 
and had, besides, cleaned their side- 
walks. Cases against 10 persons who 
did not appear in court were continued 
in the expectation that they would ap- 
pear later. The cases of % who did not 
answer when their names were called 
were nolle prossed. s 

Judge Hogan: questioned the procedure 
et Garesche in nolle prossing the Cases 
of those who proteste’a the service and 
suggested that testimony should be 
heard by the Court on the question of 
the adequacy of the service, but this 
was not insisted upon. Garesche ex- 
plained that mere notification to. per- 
sons by the police to appear in police 
court was not a legal summons. The 
torrect procedure was. either to report 
the names to the City Attorney's o* 
fice and have summons issued or to ar- 
rest offenders.

sion because the progress of the world 
largely depends upon the sanctity of 
agreements between individuals and be- 
tween nations, and the policy disclosed 
in Herr von Bethmann-Hollweg’s phrase 
tends to debase the legal and mora! cur- 
rency of civilization. 

“What the German Chancellor said 
was that Great Britain in requiring Ger- 
many to respect the neutrality of Bel- 
gium ‘was going to make war just for 
a word, just for a scrap of paper’—that 
is. that Great Britain was making a 
mountain out of a mole hill. He now 
esks the American public to believe 
that he meant the exact opposite of 
what he said, that it was Great Britain 
who really regarded the neutrality of 
Belgium as a mere trifle and that it 
was Germany who ‘teok her responsi- 
bilities toward the neutral states .so 
seriously.’ 

“In Contradiction to Facts.” 

“The arguments by which Herr von 
Bethmann-Hollweg seeks to establish 
the two sides of this case are in flat 
contradiction to the plain facts. 

“First, the German Chancellor alleges 
that ‘England in 1911 was determined to 
throw troops into Belgium without the 
assent of the Belgium Gévernment.’ 
This allegation is absolutely false. It 
is based upon certain documents found 
in Brussels which record conversations 
between British and Belgian officers in 
1906 and again in 1911. 

“The fact that there is no note of 
these conversations in the British War 
Office or the Foreign Office shows that 


ter, and that no military agreement of 
any sort was at either time made be- 
tween the two Governments. Before 
any conversations took place between 
the British and the Belgian officers, it 
Was expressly laid down on the British 
side that discussion of the military pos- 
sibilities was to be addressed to the 
manner in which; in case of need, Brit- 
ish assistance could be most effectually 
afforded to Belgium for the defense of 
her neutrality, and on the Belgian side 
a marginal note upon the record ex- 
plains that ‘the entry of the English 
into Belgium would only take place 
after the violation of our (Belgian) neu- 
trality by Germany.’ 

“As regards the conversation of 1911, 
the Belgian officer said to the British 
office: ‘You could only land in our 
country with our consent,’ and in 1913 
Sir Edward Grey gave the Belgian Gov- 
ernment a categorical assurance that 
no British Government would violate 
the neutrality of Belgium and that ‘so 
long as it was not violated by any 
other Power we should certainly not 
send troops ourselves into their terri- 
tory.’ 

What Sir Edward Wrote. 

‘‘The Chancellor’s methods of misusing 
documents may be illustrated in this 
connection. He represents Sir Edward 
Grey as saying ‘He did not believe En- 
gland would take such a step because 
he did not think English public opinion 
would justify such action.’ 

“What Sir Edward Grey actually 
wrote was; ‘I said that I was sure that 
this Government would not be the first 
to’ violate the neutrality of Belgium, 
and I did not belleve that any British 
Government would be the first to do so, 
nor would public opinion here ever ap- 
prove of it.’. 

“If the German Chancellor wishes to 
know why there were conversations on 
military subjects between British and 
Belgian officers he may find one reason 
in a fact well known to him, namely, 
that Germany was establishing an elab- 
orate network of strategical railways 
leading from the Rhine to the Belgian 
frontier through a barren, thinly popu- 
lated tract. The railways were delib- 
erately constructed to permit of a sud- 
den attack upon Belgium such as was 
carried out in August last. 

“This fact alone was enough to justi- 
fy any communications between Bel- 
gium and the other Powers on the foot- 
ing that there would be no violation of 
Belgian neutrality, unless it was pre- 
viously violated by another power. On 
no other footing did Belgium ever have 
any such communications. 

“In spite of these facts the German 
Chancellor speaks of Belgium as having 
thereby ‘abandoned and forfeited’ her 
neutrality and he implies that he woult 
not have spoken: of the German inva- 
sion as a ‘wrong’ had he then known of 
the conversations of 1906 and 1911. 

“It would seem to follow that, accord- 
ing to Herr von Bethmann Holweg’s 
code, wrong becomes right if the party 
which is to be subject to the wrong 
foresees the possibility and makes prep- 
arations to resist it. 

“Those who are content with older 
and more generally accepted standards 
are likely to agree rather with what 
Cardinal Mercier said in his pastoral let- 
ter: ‘Belgium was bound in honor to de- 
fend her own independence, She kept 
her oath. The other Powers were bound 
to respect and protect her neutrality 
Germany violated her oath. England 
kept hers. These are the facts.’ 

"In the second part of the German 
Chancellor's thesis, namely, that Ger- 
many ‘took her responsibilities toward 
the neutral states seriously,’ he alleges 
nothing except that ‘he spoke frankly 
of the wrong committed by Germany’ 
in invading Belgium. 

‘That a man knows the right while 
doing thé wrong is not usually accept- 


} ed as proof of his serious conscientious-

2 asked Great Britain to enter .into a 
bargain to condone the violation of the 
neutrality of Belgium. 

“The German Chancellor spoke to the 
American correspondent of his ‘efforts 
for years to bring about an understand- 
ing between England and Germany,’ an 
understanding, he added, which would 
have ‘absolutely guaranteed the peace 
of Europe.’ 

“‘He omitted to mention what Mr. As- 
quith made public in his speech at Car- 
diff that Germany required as the price 
of an understanding, an unconditional 
pledge of England’s neutrality. The 
British Government was not ready to 
bind itself not t6 be a party to any ag- 
gression against Germany. It was not 
prepared to pledge its neutrality in case 
of aggression by Germany. ; 

“Free Hand for Germany.” 

“An Anglo-German understanding on 
the latter terms would not have meant 
an absolute guarantee for the peace of 
Europe, but it would have meant an 
absolutely free hand for Germany, so 
far as England was conoerned, for Ger- 
many to break the peace of Europe. 

“The Chancellor says that in his con- 
versation with the British Ambassador 
in August last he ‘may have been a bit 
excited at seeing the hopes and work 
of the whole period of his chancellor- 
ship going for naught.’ Considering that 
at the date of the conversation, August 
fourth, Germany had already made war 
on Franee, the natural conclusion is 
that the shipwreck of the Chancellor's 
hopes consisted not in an European war, 
but in the fact that England had not 
agreed to stand out of it. 

“The sincerity of the German Chan- 
celior’s professions to the American cor- 
respondent may be brought to a very 
simple test, the application of which is 
more opposite because it serves to recall 
one of the leading facts, which produced 
the present war. 

“Herr von Bethmann-Holiweg refused 
the proposal which England put forward 
cnd in-which France, Italy and Russia 
concurred, for a conference at which 
the diapute would have been settled on 
fair and honorable terms without a 
war. If he really wished to work with 
Ere'teand for peace, why did he not ac- 
cept that prepossi? He must have 
known after the Balkan conference ‘n 
Londen that England could be trusted 
to play fair. Herr von Pagow had given 
testimony in the Reichstag to England’s 
good faith in those negotiations. 


Says Chancellor Rejected Peace. 

“The proposal for the second confer- 
ence between the Powers was made by 
Sir Edward Grey, with the same 
straightforward desire for peace as in 
1912 and 1918. The German Chancellor 


rejected this means of avoiding the 
war. He who does not will the means 


must not complain if the conclusion 
is drawn tat he did not will the end. 

“The second part of the interview 
with the American newspaper corre- 
spondent consists of a discourse upon 
the ethics of the war. The things which 
Germany has done in Belgium and 
France have been placed on record by 
thoge who have suffered from them and 
who know them at first hand. After 
this it does not Iie with the German 
Chancellor to read to the other bellig- 
erents a lecture on the conduct of the 
war.’ 


In his addreas at Cardiff, to which Sir 
Hdward Grey refers in the foregoing 
stetement, Premier Asquith said: 

‘In a communication to the German 
Government in 1912, regarding her future 
policy, Great Britain declared she would 
neither make nor join in an unprovoked 
attack upon Germany. But that was 
not enough for German statesmanship. 

“Germany wanted us to go further 
and pledge ourselves to absolute neu- 
trality in the event of Germany being 
engaged in war. To that demand there 
was but one answer, and that was the 
answer Which the Government gave.’ 

British Press Comment. 

The Times today in an editorial deal- 
ing with the recent statement of the 
German Chancellor, Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, and the reply thereto of Sir 
Edward Grey, the British Foreign Min- 
ister, says. 

e have never denied that England 
had other reasons for goifig to war be- 
aides her care for her plighted faith. 
That was a sufficien@reason, but if the 
German Chancellor thinks he can gain 
anything by an admission that the 
méintenance of the balance of power 
was another reason, he is welcome to 
it. 

‘“‘We are quite content to leave it to 
neutrals to say which interpretation of 
the Chancellor's words they believe, 
whether the interpretation hitherto ac- 
cepted or the interpretation he tardily 
seeks to read into them.”’ 

The Mail asks ironically whether the 
German Wmperor still wsuniiuep in his 
Chancellor. 

The Telegraph thinks biahines will 
mark the war as an instance in which 
Germany's fine military organization 


| was directed by the feeblest and most 


incompetent statesmanship which has af- 
fiicted any nation in modern times. 

The Daily News says: ‘‘Altogether the 
German campaign in America has gone 
very badly this week. The reception 
given to Secretary of State Bryan’s 
remarkable reply in America is an over- 
whel indorsemeént of the action of 
the Washington Government. Mr. Bryan 
shows that the United States has acted 
throughout the war with scrupulous 
firmness.” 

The Chronicle says regarding Sécre- 
tary Bryan's letter: ‘We should not be 
adding him or American justice ff we did 
not emphatically point’ out that the 
really sallent fact is America’s absence 
of bias and its undoubted desire to keep 
an even keel between jarring elements.’

1Col. Phelps has twice, in a little more 


than two years past, he said, sent the 
University a hurry-up call for serum. 
The first time, he related, his hcgs died 
before the medicine came. The sec- 
cud time, having gained wisdom by ex- 
perience, he made shitt while waiting 
for the serum, with some medicine 
which a neighbor gav- him, and when 
the serum came, the-hogs were over 
their little spell of indigestion. 

Wrote to Gov. Major. 

Phelps said that he wired to Co- 
lumbia for the serum Dec. 6 last, 
that as he got no answer, he wrote 
Gov. Major four days later, and that 
Dec. 12 the serum came by express, 
following a letter of notification. He 
said he refused to pay the express 
charges or to accept the serum, as his 
hogs had recovered, and he did not 
wigh to take any chances on giving 
them the stuff. 

In his letter to the Governor, he 
said, he mentioned his sad experi- 
ence of two years before, and wrote 
also of having sent samples of al- 
falfa to the university for analysis, 
ang having received no reply. 

Since then, Phelps said, he had 
been accused of hostility to the uni- 
versity. He said the St. Louis Repub- 
lic had printed a dispatch under a 
Carthage date line, gtating that he 
was planning to make trouble for the 
university in the Legislature. He 
said he found, by investigation, that 
the matter was not sent out from 
Carthage. He suggested that the 
president of the university board of 
curators (David R. Francis), “who is

After Phelps’ talk, which was not on 
the subject of anything wefore the Sen- 
ate, but was given as a matter of per- 
sonal privilege, iSenator Harris of 
Boone County spoke briefly. 

He said that at the time of Phelps’ 
demand for serum, the laboratory had 
been overtaxed, and that the serum 
was sent out as rapidly as it could be 
supplied. Phelps was served in order, 
as any other citizen would have been, 
he said, but did not enjoy any prefer- 
ence because of his official position. 


MANY GALLS FOR AID FOR 
NEEDY SCHOOL CHILDREN 


‘Demands This Winter Double Those 
of Last, Says Superintendent 
Blewett. 

Demands of the needy through private 
charity have been two and a half times 
heavier this year than last year among 
public school children, according to Su- 

perintendent of Instruction Blewett. 

“Every call made on the four char- 
itable organizations upon which the 
School Board has to depend for assist- 
ance has been responded to, and so far 
we have not a case where children were 
compelled to remain away from school 
for want of food or clothing,’ Blewett 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The School Board depends for such 
assistance on the Bt. Louis Provident 
Association, St. Vincent de Paul Society. 
the Jewish Alliance and the Children’s 
Aid Society. When children remain 
away from school, John B. Quinn, chief 
attendance officer of the board, has an 
attendance officer investigate. If it is 
found the child needs food or clothing, 
an application is made for assistance to 
one of the four charitable organiza- 
tions. Thus far no application has been 
in vain, according to Quinn. 

Since Nov. 20 a record of calls for as- 
sistance has been kept by the attend- 
ance department. For the last 10 days 
of November there were 8 calls for 
shoes and 30 for clothing from parents 
of school children. In December there 
were 236 calls for shoes, ® for clothing 
and 39 for*both shoes and clothing: For 
January to date there have been 2%#1 
calls for shoes, 8 for clothing and 2 re- 
quests for shoes and clothing. All have 
been supplied.

Despite strenuous efforts of ssuliguntienes in 
this country with foreign nations, we hope and be- 
lieve that President Wilson will not permit any 
other flag representing any other interests except 
American interests to supersede the American flag 


|| or to float with it over the Capitol. 


Secretary Bryan’s clear statement of the interna- 
tional situation, which has been grossly misrepre- 
sented, and of facts which have been misstated 
for the purpose of arousing sentiment on one side 
or the other of the great European conflict, sat- 
isfies Americans. It shows what has actually 
happened, what has been done and what the Gov- 
ernment is trying to do to maintain American neu- 
trality and American rights. We are going to as- 
sert our rights and maintain our real interests, but 
we are going to do it by reasonable methods. We 
are not going to play the bully. We are not going 
to invite quarrels by peremptory demands, with- 
out full warrant of right. We are not going 
to make a difficult situation more difficult by in- 
dulging in folly. We are going to stand on the 
solid ground of ethics and reason, realizing the 
complications in international relations caused by 
the present unprecedented conflict. 

The people of the United States have a right to 
buy and sell with all-other people who can buy and 
sell with us. We are not going to equalize advan- 
tages or disadvantages of war by discriminating 
against those who have the power and the right to 
trade with us. We are not going to pull down 
on our own heads all the disasters and hardships 
of war in order to please any other nation or its 
American sympathizers who think more of their 
foreign ties than of their American allegiance. 
We are not going to ally ourselves openly or se- 
a with any belligerent. 

We are going to act upon our clear right to sup- 
ply American products seeking markets abroad 
and foreign products seeking markets here with 
ships at reasonable rates. We are going to main- 
tain trade with all neutrals and with all belliger- 
ents in so far as we ean do so without violating 
the rights of others or unwarrantably injuring 
other interests. 

As a great power at peace maintaining neutral- 
ity, the United States occupies a position of tre- 
mendous advantage. We don’t want to sacrifice 
this advantage. To maintain peace and neutrality 
is worth sacrifice and labor. This course will. not 
only enable the United States to comé out un- 


great mission of peace when the belligerents who 
are tearing each other to pieces awake from their 
mad folly to reason. 

The task of the Government is extremely diffi- 
cult. It requires patience and judgment. It is the 
duty of Americans to support the Government 
and to give it all the aid in their power. It is 
their duty to resist the tide of passion and préju- 
dice which unamerican Americans, honestly or 
willfully, are trying to foment.

The pulpit is 
often popular and colloquial. George Ade, George 
Cohan and Billy Sunday are our models. The 
argot of the gutter, racetrack, diamond, barroom, 
greenroom and thieves’ den mingles freely with 
polite speecli everywhere. School children talk 
gibberish. A pigeon English is the best that most 
people can speak in England as well as in America. 
Standard English has been corrupted to an ex- 
tent that foreigners who have acquired-it by 
the study of accepted and more or fess ancient 
standards find themselves bewildered at our 
babble. We all know what is according to Hoyle, 
but few have a notion of what is according to 
old Sam Johnson or Noah Webster. A race of 
slangwhangers has performed laparotomy on the 
dictionary and not only cut out its appendix, but 
removed its bowels. English is virtually a dead 
lenguage—outside of Judge Dyer’s court, the New 
York Evening Post and one other place which 
modesty forbids us to specify.

Wonders never cease. After having been re- 

peatedly jailed, held incommunicado and deported 
for her. opposition to the Rockefeller interests as 
affecting labor, the aged and incorrigible ““Mother” 
Jones has shaken hands with John D. Jr., and 
las been invited to a conference with him. He 
has expressed himself as anxious to learn from 
her what were the actual conditions in Colorado 
during the great strike that cost so many lives of 
men, women and children. 
- It is one of the most hopeful signs of the time. 
“There are so many things on which you can en- 
lighten me,’ Mr. Rockefeller Jr. is quoted as say- 
ing to “Mother” Jones. “We may not work at 
cross purposes if we freely and frankly discuss 
what we know. You have been out there among 
these men and know them intimately.” 

May we not hope that ‘Mother’ Jones, who was 
once a school,teacher and has for many years 
been a leader of men and women, may be able to 
east a flood of light into the mind of Mr. Rocke- 
feller, on the vital subject of his relations with 
those who work hard and endanger their lives to 
1dd to his millions? He has frankly admitted his 
lack of knowledge of those conditions, though he is 
. director in the compziiy whose workers struck. 
ie says he has no objection to unions. Will’ he 
be able to explain to “Mother” Jones and to the 
country why he said that he was willing to sink 
bis entire investment in Colorado rather than yield 
to the demand of his employes that they be per- 
ritted to organize? Also why he told Congress- 
mian Foster, who went to him as agent for President 
Wilson, that he would not arbitrate on the ques- 
tion of,unionism. And why he testified before the 
House of Representatives Committee on Mines 
that he had no time to look into conditions in the 
Colorado Jaber field? 

However, this is no time to be captiously critical 
with young Mr. Rockefeller. The country rejoices 
at his new attitude and hopes that the forthcom- 
ing conference will be productive of the best re- 
sults. If so, it will be a precedent that should be 
the means of avoiding a great deal of friction be- 
tween the two great factors in American wealth 
production. 
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THE SCHOOL OF ‘‘CONTRABAND.’’ 

All the world is now taking a studious course 
in the law of contraband. The baffling complexi- 
ties of the law are revealed in the shifting of 
status that follows the seizure by the Goyvy- 
ernment of all breadstuffs in Germany. Foods 
are not contraband unless destined for the 
military forces of an enemy or his forti- 
fied places. Under this usage St. Louisans 
dispatched the grain-laden Wilhelmina with 
elaborate precautions to reserve her cargo for 
the civilian population of the empire. But 
the taking cver of all wheat and flour by the 
authorities renders it impossible to discriminate 
between supplies destined for sailors and soldiers 
and for noncombatants. The Wilhelmina’s load 
will be subject to seizure the same as other grain. 

Doubtless to Germany herself the advantages of 
canfiscatory conservation outweigh heavily the 
disadvantages. But until she regains command of 
the sea we shall have to look elsewhere than to 
Germany for a market for important farm prod- 
ucts.

A REACTIONARY JUDGMENT. 

Although the Supreme Court of the United States 
does not seem to have-grasped the idea in its 
decision of a case coming up from Kansas, it 
must be coniended that there is a great difference 
between the rules ofa labor union and the in- 
herent rights of an American citizen. 

The opinion of the court is that a man has no 
inherent right to be a member of a union and 
still remain in the employ of one who is unwilling 
to hire union men. Inherent rights are not very 
numerous, hut this judgment takes away séveral 
of them. On the face of it a man might be 
discharged or refused employment because he was 
an American citizen, a Methodist or a Good Temp- 
lar or a Knight of Columbus. The man in Kansas 
was dismissed because of his union membership 
and for no other cause. 

It is the judgment of the court that because 
labor organizations may deny membershipgto men 
o} refuse them an opportunity to work in union 
shops, so employers may regard affiliation with a 
union asa legitimate excuse for dispensing with 
a man’s services. This ruling seems to put the 
rights of men in the United States on the level 
which the labor unions have established. 

If this decision stands it will mean industrial 
proscription and warfare now and forever more. 
It will fortify unionism in some places and non- 
unionism in others. It asserts as a right a mat- 
ter that may be only a preference or a prejudice. 
It punishes a union man for working. It opens the 
door to innumerable outrages where non-union 
men are concerned. It is altogether reactionary 
and it is certain to have no good results,

How the Piano Goow | 


H® plano, as we see it today, is 
the growth of centuries of in- 
vention. In its infancy it was a harp 
with two or three strings. From 
time to time more strings were add- 
ed, and after awhile the cithara was 
born. The cithara was in the shape 
of the letter P and had ten strings. 
It took many centuries for musi- 
clans to get the idea of stretohing the 
strings across an open bex, but some-’ 
where about the year 1200 this was 
thought of, and the dulcimer made 
its appearance, the strings being 
struck with hammers. 
For another hundred years these 
hammers were held in the hands of 
the player, and then a genius invent- 
ed a keyboard, which being struck by 
the fingers, moved the hammers! 
This instrument was called a clay- 
ictherium, or keyed cithara. This un- 
derwent some modifications and im- 
provements from time to time. In 
Queen Elizabeth’s time it was called 
a virginal. Then it was called a 
Spine, because the hammers were 
covered with spines of quills, which 
struck or caught the strings or wires 
and produced the sound. From 1700 
to 1800 it was much enlarged and im- 
proved, and called a harpsichord, and 
this was the instrument that Lady 
Washington, Mrs. Hamilton and the 
fine ladies of our revolutionary times 
played on. 

In 1710 Bartolomeo ‘Cristofoll, an 
Italian, invented a key or keyboard 
such as we have now substantially, 
which caused hammers to strike the 
wires from above, and thus developed 
the piano out of this, as we all know, 
step by step, the 88-note player-piano 
came into its perfection. 


The Various Tongues

,OW many men, if asked how many 
tH languages there were in tha 
world, could give anything like 
an accurate answer’?

Government's seizure of grain and flour, 
light domestic receipts, talk of an em- 
bargo on grain shipments from territory 
where cattle are infested with foot and 
mouth disease, and further export buy- 
ing, sent wheat futures ‘‘rocketing’’ 2 
cents a bushel in the local market early 
today.
